In the claims: 

Claim 3, line 8, after both recitations of "feet" insert —on opposing sides of the body--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 3, 
Arkin (US#3 992805) discloses all of the limitations except for the bank including two front feet 
on opposing sides of the body and two back feet on opposing sides of the body. Moreover, 
Arkin discloses three feet, being viewed as elements 44,46,48, disposed on the same side of the 
body. Although it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Arkin by 
adding a fourth foot as duplicating the components of a prior art device is a design consideration 
within the skill of the art (In re Harza . 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA I960)), it would not 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Arkin such that the bank included 
two front feet on opposing sides of the body and two back feet on opposing sides of the body.
